fore the Legislature which has not, it 
deems to me, received tbat attention which 
its merit deserves. I refer to the measure 
having for ita object tbe stamping out of 
that scourge, 


SCAB IN 8BKIF. 


The Act concerns the public at large as 


well as those engaged in tbe sheep busi- 
ness, although of course tbe latter are in- 
terested to the greatest extent 
That such 


a law hlis not been placed on tbt> Statute 
book long ere now is a matter which is 
almost inexplicable to me and argues great 
shortsightedness on tbe part of «*he abet p 
men of this State. Tbe losses they have 
sustained by the havoc wrought In tbeir 
wool crops In the lost twenty years would 
aggregate snob a prodigious sum as would 
stagger any one not familiar with tbe facts 
and wonld simply not be believed, More- 
over the presence of scab in a band of 
sheep, especially when it has gained a 
strong hold upon them, by recderiug the 
animals such horrid and nnoouth looking 
objects and their fli-sh unwholesome food, 
ba,s created so great a prejudice against 
mutton in the mind* of many individuals 
tbat they wonld rather starve than partake 
of it 
For these reasons the quantity ot 


mnttoo consumed here is not in anything 
like proportion to what is used in places 
where sheep are by law kept etrictly clean. 
In addition to wjiiob considerations I 
would urge Ihe fact of the extreme misery 
endured bjjthe poor dumb brute* themselves 
when suffering from this parasite as being 
of itself amply sufficient to justify tbe pass- 
age of the bill above mentioned 
And it 


may not be out of place further here to re- 
mark that some of those sheep men who 
have been foremost in clamoring for the 
pussage of tbe bounty Act with a view to 
destruction of animals inimical to tbe sheep 
that they have unsuspectingly by tbeir 
carelessness and neglect in tailing to adopt 
vigorous measures to stamp out Ihe scab 
in the flocks been themselves, the most 
formidable enemy rt tbeir very useful and 
profitable animals when treated with proper 
care end attention. 


HOI A HOPELESS TASK. 


Many wool growers have hitherto stoutly 


resisted the adoption of a soab law, fearing 
that they wonld Ue unable to comply with 
its requirements, but tbe fact of tbe matter 
is that the eradication of scab is not such a 
hopeless task ss a great many of ihem 
think it is, and if only a really thorough- 
going measure is passed by tbe Legislature 
they will be convinced of the worth of tni 
statement ere many years pass over their 
heads
